tically destroyed by fire late yester- 
day afternoon. 

Fanned by a heavy wind off the 
bay, the flames, which broke out in 
the: Union Construction company's 
shipyard plant at the foot of Four- 
teenth street, Oakland, at 5 o'clock, 
swept through the various units of 
the/plant and spread to adjoining 
manufacturing concerns. 

Five general alarms of fire were 
sounded before assistance was asked 
from San Francisco to battle against 
the flames from the water side. The 
two fireboats, David Scannell and 
Dennis Sullivan, of San Francisco, 
were dispatched to the east side of 
the bay shortly after 5:30 o'clock. 
Their efforts were directed chiefty in 
former 
crusierg Rhode Island and Georgia, 
which are being dismantled at the 
Union Construction plant, under the 
terms of the limitation of armaments 
agreement. 

It is estimated that $500,000 worth 
of machinery has been destroyed. In 
‘addition, 18 motor trucks, valued at 
‘$65,000, have been burned. The slips 
of the concerns extending out into 
the estuary, are burning, together 
with wharves and other wooden struc- 
ture of the plant. 

The fire was discovered in the 
machine shops of the Union Construc- 
tion company just as the regular day 
force was leaving the yards. It spread 
rapidly to the planing mill, then to 
the, pattern shops, paint shops, to the 
office and blacksmith shops, until 
several blocks covered by the build- 
ings, were a mass of flames,

The hoof and mouth disease in Cal- 
dfornia is not alarming, according to 
Dr. U. G .Houck. federal official, “ho 
took personal charge of the fight 
against the epidemic yesterday at 
Sacramento. 


Fifty more veterinarians are being 
hurried to his assistance from the 
east, and he said yesterday that he 
has the ablest force of men to combat 
the disease that. has ever’ been 


gathered together anywhere. 


Dr. Houck personally went through 
the campaigns in New FEingland in 
1902, New York in 1908 and in Minne- 
sota in 1914.

Afternoon and Evening | 


Now is the best bent ale to immunize 
against diphtheria any child who will 
enter school next fall, according to 
Dr. E. S. Stadtmuller, “direttor of 
the State Bureau of Child Hygiene. 
While the immunization of pre-schoo) 
children against diphtheria has no 
direct part in the physical examina- 
tion of children to make them phy- 
sically fit. for the first grade, now 
being conducted throughout the state, 
parents are urged to consult thefr 
physicians concerning this valuable 
protection against one of the most 
severe diseases of childhood. Children 
will not receive immunizations in any 
of these clinics. 


Immunization against diphtheria 
consists of the administration of very 
small amounts of toxin antitoxin. This 
procedure is not like vaccination 
against smallpox, in that it does -not 
cause a sore on the arm. It produces 
little or no reaction in’ the individual 
to whom it is given. It is harmless, 
but is ag effective in the prevention 
of diphtheria as are _ vaccinations 
against small pox or typhoid in the 
prevention of these diseases. 


Since it Tequires about’ three 
months, following the administration 
of toxin antitoxin, for immunity to 
develop, it is important that children 
be immunized as soon as possible in 
order that they may be immune when 
school opens. Children entering 
school for the first time, coming intc 
close contact with other children. 
are more liable to contract communi- 
cable diseases. For this reason there 
should be no delay in the administra- 
tion of toxin antitoxin to children of 
pre-school age. 


In Contra Costa county, 2,151 child- 
ren have received toxin antitoxin, and 
most of the cities of central Califor- 
nia as well as the counties, have pro- 
vided opportunities for all children to 
be immunized against diphtheria. The 
children in the State School for the 
Deaf and Blind, at Berkeley, have 
been immunized as have also the in- 
mates of the Sonoma State home at 
Glen Ellen. 


The discovery and application of 
toxin antitoxin as a preventative of 
is the most recent and 
spectacular advance in public health. 
For the good of all California child- 
ren, they should be given this pre- 
ventive. To extend the application of 
toxin antitoxin will not only make 
ghildren of pre-school age better
